COVER STORY 


This month | decided to feature the very recent Kosovo Z6@K operation as the cover story. Kosovo may be the 
next “New One” and that is always exciting. Kosovo has recently declared independence, and the purpose of the 
recent activation was to support the re-establishment of an amateur radio infrastructure. The visiting hams were 
joined by a number of local operators. The call sign prefix adopted by Kosovo - Z6 - is currently an unallocated 
national prefix. 


Kosovo is a contender for “New One” status because September 10, 2012 marked the end of supervised inde- 
pendence of the Republic of Kosovo and the beginning of its status as a fully sovereign state. 


According to news reports, an Amateur Radio working group headed by IARU Region 1 President Hans Blondeel 
Timmerman, PB2T and including IARU Region 1 Executive Committee Member Nikola Percin, 9ASW and Mission 
Goodwill Kosovo Coordinator Martti Laine, OH2BH together with their associates are in the final stages of assist- 
ing Kosovo’s Telecom Authorities in drafting regulations governing Amateur Radio in Kosovo, to bring the original 
Kosovar operators and their re-vitalized Amateur Radio Association back to the international community.
